A Much Needed Impro v ement. 


We tru st th a t at the next meeting 
of the city council, our iocal 
Soloes 
will giv e to the cimp rov ement of G a­ 
lena av enue in the v icinity of Fifth 
street, the consideration which its im­ 
p ortance demand« . 
T h e imp rov ement 
aeked for and mentioned in these col­ 
umns a weetf or so ago, should hav e re­ 
ceiv ed attention years ago. 
We know 
th at the many requ irements of a r a p ­ 
idly dev elop ing city keep the p ublic 
treasu ry p retty well drained of funds 
and necessitate on the p art of the city 
council a 
judicio us exp enditu re of 
funds at their diap osal ov er a v ery 
wide field. 
So mu ch the more reason 
why th a t exp enditu re should be made 
where the public at large « rather than 
any priv ate corp oration should he the 
recipient of its benefits and that local­ 
ities that hav e receiv ed little or no a t ­ 
tention, and where there is great need, 
should receiv e fair condsideration in 
the distribution. 
Here is a locality just two blocks 


f r o m the court house, on one of the 
most continuously trav eled thorou gh­ 
fares, the natu ral outlet toward the 
east and sou theast, where there are 
two ramshackle bridges, one of them 
absolutely unsafe, and for half a block 
the road ru nning u np rotected along an 
op en ditch or ru nway eight or ten feet 
deep and abou t twenty feet in width. 
This ditch is the op en drainage for ail 
the surface water in th a t p art of the 
city, rendering u nsightly all the p rop ­ 
erty in the neighborhood, and besides 
the danger attached rendering it im­ 
p ossible to lay a block of mu ch-needed 
sidewalk. 
It is claimed th at the grade 
Is not sufficient to allow the building of 
the stone arch ov er this runway. 
In 
th a t case, su bstantial stone walls and 
steel girders should be laid, on which 
the walk could be laid and worn-out 
bridges renewed. 
W e tru st th a t this 
m atter will not be allowed to giv e p lace 
to matters of far less Imp ortance.
